DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the third office action for serial nunnber 09/990,013. Claims 1-3, 7-16 and 
18-24 are pending. Claims 4-6 and 17 have been canceled. Claims 21-24 have been 
added. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/21/03 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 8-9, 10,1-3,7,11-12,13-14,15-16,1 8-1 9 and 20-24 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 6,010,007 to Moren et al. 

Moren et al. discloses a base for packaging an article comprising a frame (10) 
(Figs 3 or 1 1 for example) having for sides and an outer peripheral edge of each of the 
sides of the frame is recessed relative to the inner portion of the base along the 
corresponding side, creating a gap between the base and the adjacent portions; the 
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base having at least one sockets; a plurality of flexible ribs or fins (70, 70S, 70L) 
extending along the internal sidewall of the socket and projecting inwardly into the well 
of the socket; wherein the ribs are beveled adjacent the upper edge of the socket and 
the bottom edges of the ribs are separated from the bottom wall of the socket.
